Moving picture shows are declared 


by revenue agents to be responsible, 
with the high cost of living, for the 
startling decrease in the amount of 
beer and other liquor consumed in 
Colorado and Wyoming during the 
past year. 


Frank W. Howbert, internal revenue 


collector for the Colorado-Wyoming 
district, reports for the fiscal year be- 
ginning June 30, 1911, and ending last 
Sunday, not only a decrease in con- 
sumption of liquor, but a big falling 
off in number of cigars and cigarettes 
smoked in the two states. 


The report shows 1,441,544.25 fewer 


gallons of beer, 299,506 fewer gallons ' 
of whisky and other spirits, and about' 
300,000 fewer cigars 
and 
cigarettes 


paid taxes during the year than in the 
previous one. 


The revenues from Deer tax were 


1404,646, a decrease of $46,501.75. The 
revenue from spirits was $115,778.50, 
or $9,661.50 less than last year. 


From cigarettes and cigars the col- 


lections were $52,335.95, a decrease of 
$9,672.53.

a revenue agent yesterday, "used to 
spend most of his spare nickels on 
beer. Now his wife and children spend 
them on moving pictures. 
He, too, 


goes 
frequently 
and finds that the 


"movies" are more amusing as loafing 
places than the corner saloons."

to the Sea Being Made .By Civil 


Engineers. 


The surveys^for the proposed trunk

which will make the system one of 
the longest in the world. At present 
the population of the territory to be 
served is about 100,000, but a conser- 
vative estimate would indicate that 
the same territory in 1050 would have 
at least a million people. 


The general plan of the sewer,-as 


at present projected, is to have four 
main branches radiating from a point 
in the San Gabriel wash just above 
Whittier. One of these branches will 
serve Pasadena, South Pasadena, Al- 
hambra and San Gabriel; a second, 
Monrovia and surrounding territory; 
a third, Covina. Azusa, Glendora and 
San Dimas, and the fourth, Pomona, 
Lordsburg and Claremont, From the 
point where the four main branches 
join, the main line of the sewer will 
proceed towards the ocean, emptying 
at a point yet to be determined, some- 
where south of Anaheim landing. 


While the engineers are working on 


the physical aspect of the grest ques- 
tion involved, the lawyers of the com- 
mission are making a study of the 
legal and administrative phases of the 
problem. The organization of a large 
sanitary district somewhat on 
the 


model of the Boston method seems to 
be favored, but before any decision is 
made, all the best systems are to be 
investigated. 


A Forgotten Monument. 


A Washlugton monumcut that was 


sever erected occupied the attention 
of the citizens of New York in 1847. 
It was to tower far above any other 
structure that It mipUt be seen many 
miles out at sea. 
Several thousand 


dollars were actually raised and the 
cornerstone wr.s laid with ceremony in 
Hamilton square, whicb covered the 
blocks now contained between Third 
and Fifth avenues. Sixty-sixth and 
Sixty-ninth streets. This was before 
Central park bad been outlined. Ham- 
ilton square was a portion of the old 
common lands of the city. It is not 
known what became of the Washing- 
ton monument cornerstone. 
The mon- 


ument association gradually ceased to 
exist The $1,000,000 monument was 
forgotten, and when the ground once 
known as Hamilton square was cut up 
and the streets run through no record 
remains as to what -was done with the 
cornerstone and Its leaden box filled 
with memorials of the city in 1847.— 
Exchange. 


Ato Nails and Pins. 


Cases of the presence of foreign 


bodies In the stomach are not at all 
rare, but It Is seldom that such a case 
as that recorded by Dr. A. H. Vander- 
vit and Dr. H. P. Mills Is reported, 
says the London Lancet. A mulatto 
woman, aged thirty-three years, was 
admitted Into an asylum for acute 
mania ending In dementia, and she 
died seven years later, but she had 
never had any signs of disease of the 
digestive system. She was often seen 
to pick up nails and pins, but was 
never seen to swallow any. 
At the 


necropsy the stomach stretched down 
to the left iliac fossa in the form of a 
long pouch, in which lay a mass of 
foreign bodies, weighing flve pounds, 
and consisting of more than 1,400 
nails, screws, thimbles and other ob- 
jects. Some other foreign bodies bad 
made their way through the wall of 
the stomach and had caused the for- 
mation of adhesions.

Paul Shoup, vice-president and gen- 


eral manager of the Pacific Electric 
railway, said this week: "We have be- 
gun the work of connecting our main 
Covina system with our street system 
in Pomona, and next week we shall 
nave 100 more men on the job. tWe 
shall do all we can to have cars run- 
ning from our main street station in 
Los Angeles to Pomona by September 
1st, and to Ontario by October !.*• 


"For about a year we shall use the 


one track of the Covina branch 
tween Pomona and Los Angeles, but 
within twelve months we know we 
shall have the double track all the 
way from Ontario to Los Angeles. Next 
will come the construction of the rail- 
road to connect our Riverside, Red- 
lands and San Bernardino local sys- 
tems with Los Angeles."
